The Subcommittee considered an Army proposal (Enclosure l) that 
one Chapter IX be dropped frm the F? i960 (contributors' FI 1959) 
schedule to allow for the preparation of the 12 Section 19 portions of 
the Chapter I Annuals to be completed during FY 1959.

3 • Subcommittee^ Prop osals f or H IS Committee Consideration 

The members of the Subcommittee estimated that the preparation of 
Section 19 contributions to 12 Chapter I Annuals is the approximate 
equivalent of one contribution to Chapter IX.
